I raise no ob- 
jection to the Presiding Elder er- 
cising the functious of his offlee with - 
in the legitimate bounds of his juris- 
diction, but I do oppose an unlawful 
usurpatiou of the Bishop's power. It 
is damagiug to the Church, destructive 
of peace and harmony. No good can 
possibly result from it and the work 
of saving souls is most surely re- 
tarded. 

Our Church need uot look for prog- 
ress under such an administration, but 
the reverse may be expected, Now, 
Mr. Editor, you need not put me on 
the list of complainers because of this 
chort communication. TI only wish to 
«66 the Church right its wrongs and 
take higher. ground. I know that 
Church aud pastor are nnsafe in the 
hands of such Presiding Elders, as 1 
have been writing abont.

By the Bishop. 


Presiding Elders, Pas#tors and men- 


bers of the Sixth Epizcopal Dis 
frict A. M. K. ure: 


Dran Bnurnumx: It becomes my 
duty, in keeping with the responsi- 
bilities of the exalted office imposed 
by your suffrages upon me, your hum- 
ble, care-worn and heart-stricken ser- 
vant, to retire from your midst, possi- 
bly for ever aud go in search of our 
brethren, in « distant and strange 
clims, aud endeavor, by God's grace, 
to discharge such duties as will en- 
large the borders of our Zion and 
strengthen the forces of the A. M. E. 
Church; but this duty involves noth- 
ng that is novel or burdensome. 

t is a pleasure to make en effort, at 
least, to obey the command of our 
Lord and Savior, whose injunction is: 
Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel.” But we shall not start 
to South Africa—that distant field — 
the objective point of our destiuation, 
under the support and enconragement 
we had anticipated, for I am deprived 
of a wife, who would have kept the 
altar fires of prayer daily burning in 
the temple of God, in the interest and 
on behalf of our protection and safety. 
We had expected to leave Jan. 26th, 
but owing to the interception of death 
we shall be detained a week or ten 
dsys for the purpose of 1inspecting 
hundreds of letters that we shall not 
attempt a reply to, except in some ur- 
gent and unavoidable cases, for it 
would take about a dozen men to wade 
through them, and wx aro only one 
mau aud can do only the work of a 
single man. = 
Ws have a few advices, directious 
aud orders which we shall leave with 
vou, and which, we trust, will be re- 


zpected, punctually observed and 
faithfully obeyed: 
1, We invoke our brethren of the 


ministry, during the months we shall 
be absent, to preach a 7iring fospel, 
lead holy lives; hve peacably with each 
other and your members and do such 
things singly and collectively as will 
adorn the Christian ministry and ena- 
ble yon to be great factors for good 
in the Church of God. 

2. As the Bishops of our Church 
are alt burdened with cares;"Teapoun- 
bilities, and demands upon their time 
and talents beyoud their, physical abil- 
ities to compete, each one being an 
pboclesiastic sovereigu, according to the 
genius of our Church and especially 
by its customs, over a vast territory, 
in some instances, over a thonsand 
miles in diameter, we think it would 
be uncharitable if not cruel to ask any 
Bishop to take the oversight of the 
Sixth Episcopal district, with nearly 
1,500 ministers and preachers, and in 
the neighborhood of 2,000 circuits, sta- 
tions and missious aggregated, espe- 
cially if he had to be tortured with 
hundreds of letters and telegrams, as 


we are, when the bulk of their con- 
tents should be attended to by the 
Presiding Elders of the several dis- 


triets. 

Therefore, we have resol ved, and we 
do hereby appoint Rev. C. L. Brad well, 
D. D., Presiding Elder of the Atlanta 
district, Arch-Elder for the state of 
Georgia, and Rev. W. H. Mixon, D. D., 
Previding Elder of the Birmingham 
distriet, Arch-Elder for the state of 
Alabama, and we do hereby authorize 
the respective Arch-Elders to council 


and advise with the several Pre- 
siding Elders in the respective 
states designated in the event 
that such 1 contingency 


may arise as will necessitate the same, 
but, in the event an exigency or an 
emergent antlawry shouldaarise, the 
Arch-Elder of Georgia will call in 
Bishop Gaines from Florida or Bishop 
Grant of South Carolina, as they are 
adjacent states, and under the same 
conditions the Arch-Elder of Alabama 
will call in Bishop Salter of Teunessee 
or Bishop Derrick of Mississippi, as 
these two states hold a like proximity 
to Alabama. 

Nevertheless, any, or all of the four 
Bishops above named, are welcomed 
and indeed are invited to visit, and 
travel throngh the Seth Epizcopat 
District, at any convenient or possible 
opportunity, or auy other Bishop as 
for that, for a Bishop of the A. M. E. 
Church is a Bishop all over the world, 
and has full powers to exercise the 
functions of his office, in the interest 
of our Church anywhere, and at any 
time an opportunity is presented. 

3, The presidents of Morris Brown 
College of Atlanta, Ga., and of Payne 
University, Selma, Ala., together with 
all gradduates who shall hereafter earn 
a scholastic degree in course in either 
of «aid institutions, shall wear on all 
commencement days appropriate gowns 
and mitres. The provisions of this 
order relate only to students earning 
the bachelor or post gradnate degrees 
in the theological, law, collegiate and 
scientifle departments. 

We shall expect the respective pres- 
idents of said institutions to see that 
this order is strictly observed. 

4. Sabbath, April tenth, will be 
Easter day, which day has been con- 
secrated by our General Conference 
and set apart upon a motion made by 
the late Bishop James A. Shorter of 
blessed memory, to collect money and 
means to enable our missionary de- 
partment to assist in sustaining 
our infant churches aud mission cen- 
ters in foreign fields. No Bishop, 
Presiding Elder, Pastor or church 
ofticer can appropriate any money &©61- 
lected on that day for any other pur- 
pose than for the cause of missiops,, 
and noue shall iu the Sixth Episcopalr 
district, withont taking the conse- 
quences. The law is emphatic, duty 
is eniphatic, and the injunctions of 
heaven are emphatic. The man who 
does it is a thief and a robber unlegs 
he resigns from the A. M. E. Church 
and her ministry before Easter Sab- 
bath. 

We believe, however, you will at“ 
do your duty, and we trust when Dr. 
Parks publishes the names of those 
who forward money to his office 
from Easter Sabbath collections and 
the same shall be published in the 
Voices or Missioxs, aud the paper 
meets us somewhere in Africa, we shall 
tind your names blazing upon the 
roll of contributors from Alabama 
and Georgia. But we shall expect 
for the Presiding Elders to see that 
their pastors observe the day and re- 
port the same to Rev. H. B. Parks, 
D. D., room 61, Bible House, New 
York City, with the places and names 
of the pastors plainly written, that 
there may be no mistake or blunder 
iu the publication of the same. 

5. Sabbath, September 18th, is 
Endowment Day, a d as the several 
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do it if the Georgia Previding Elders 
would raise two, three and four hun- 
dred dollars in their distriets for Mor- 
ris Brown College, as they do in Sonth 
Carolina for Allen University. To 
the end, however, that « proper as- 
sessment may be made u the sev-

We are more specific and 
dogmatic in our expressions relative 
to Endowment day than we are for 
either Easter or Children's day, for
